WHITE PAPER ON THE REPORT OF THE 
ELECTORAL BOUNDARIES DELINEATION COMMITTEE, 1984 


The Report of the Delineation Committee was 
received by the Prime Minister on 21 May 1984. The 
Committee recommended that the boundaries of thirty-one 
constituencies be re-defined so as to have a more equal 


representation of electors for all constituencies. 


2 In re-delineating the existing electoral 
boundaries, the Committee recommended the elimination of 


three constituencies, namely:- 
Bukit Ho Swee, Havelock and Katong. 


3 The Committee also recommended the creation of 


seven new constituencies:- 


Bo Wen, Fengshan, Hong Kah, Eunos, 


Changkat, Teck Ghee and Yuhua. 


All these constituencies were created mainly from Housing 
and Development Board Estates where the increase in the 


number of electors is very substantial. 


4 The Government proposes to accept and implement 
the recommendations of the Committee at the next General 
Elections. The Report of the Committee is attached as an 


Appendix.

The Electoral Boundaries Delineation Committee 
was appointed in January 1984 with the following terms 


of reference:- 


"To review the boundaries of the present 
75 Parliament electoral divisions and 

to recommend such changes or adjustments 
thereto as may be necessary to ensure 
more equal representation throughout 

all constituencies, basing assessments 
on the 1982 Electoral Registers and the 
prognostications on shifts of population 
as a result of public rehousing and 


urban renewal." 


2 The projection for the number of electors as on 
1 July 84 is 1,542,000, an increase of 251,000 (or 
16.28%) since 1 July 80. On the basis of the existing 
75 electoral divisions, the average number of electors 
for each division will be 21,000. It was not practical 
or desirable to limit the size of every electoral 
division to 21,000 as that would entail massive re- 
drawing of boundaries. The Committee, following practice 
since 1968, decided to adopt a deviation from average 
to minimise changes to electoral boundaries. The 
Committee adopted a 30% deviation from average, giving 
a range of 15,000 to 27,000 electors per division, 


all figures rounded to the nearest thousand. 
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3 As a consequence of the development of HDB new 
towns, population growth in these areas is more rapid 
than elsewhere. Hence, it was essential and logical to 
create new electoral divisions in HDB new towns. On 
the other hand, population shifts away from areas in or 
around the city, have resulted in substantial depletion 
in electorates in these areas. These factors have led 
to the elimination of 3 existing electoral divisions 


and the creation of 7 new electoral divisions. 


4 With a 30% deviation, the following 19 


constituencies will fall outside the range:-
